82: Solomon's son, Rehoboam, doesn't follow advice, Shechem temple, Israel and Judah will fall, more Kings 
83: Elijah drought & widow's son, Fight for YHWH and baal, massacre prophets, God asks E what he is doing. 
84: War between Israel and Arameans, King loses life, Naboth's vineyard, more war, Jehoshaphat reign 
85: Kings read as whole, Ahaziah view of God, Fire of God, Elijah and the whirlwind, War, Elisha miracle worker 
86: judgment calls, Jehoram — nope- but, Joram - ?, Jehoram — nope, war: Joram & Jehu, Ahaziah - ?, Jehu wipes 
out baal worshipers but sinned against God, Jehoahaz 

87: Athaliah, Jehoash & Temple not repaired — nope, Joash, Elisha and resurrection, more war and king succession 
88: Joash, Amaziah, Jeroboam 2, Azarish - leprosy, Israel vassal of Assyria, Ahaz plunders temple for bribe, priest 
Urah, Israel falls and carried away 722 BCE, Israel worshiped other gods — stayed under foreign rule.
